Fruit trees should be pruned 
right away, before the buds 
start growing. 

The absence of leaves makes 
it easier to see the wood as 
well as the buds that survived 
the winter. If. however, trees 
have not been pruned' by the 
time buds start growing, it's all 
right to prune up to June 1. 

For pruning, you'll need hand 
shears, long-handled "loppers," 
or pruning saw. Make sure the 
blades are so sharp that.they 
will make clean cuts. When/ re¬ 
moving branches, cut as closely 
as possible to the main limb. 

Now you're ready to follow 
these steps: 

1. Remove all dead, broken 
and otherwise damaged branches. 
Also remove low branches that 
may drag the ground when bear¬ 
ing fruit. 

2. Remove long branches that 
grow either across the top or 
up from the bottom and shade 
out other branches. Sunshine Is 
absolutely' essential for wood to 
bear fruit 

3. Remove branches that rub 
or interfere with other branches. 

4. Thin out the tree. Limbs 
should not be tangled or inter¬ 
woven — they should “stand 
alone.” In thinning, it doesn't 
matter what you cut as long) as 
it thins. But do not remove all

Military Spending Would Enrich World 
If Directed To Peaceful Purposes 

We do not join the ranks.of those urging dis¬ 
armament without regard to rules or conse¬ 
quences. Yet it is saddening to note that the world 
is spending $ 1 4 million every hour on arms and 
armies—saddening because so much could be done 
with this vast amount of money if military competi¬ 
tion could be ended. _ 

An immediate result would be that 75,000,- 
000 men could turn to peaceful tasks, a fifth of 
them leaving uniformed service and the remainder 
no longer needed to keep them armed, fed and 
supplied. Scientists could change their quest from 
bigger and better methods of mass destruction to 
other secrets of the earth, universe and life itself. 

A mathematical and theoretical appraisal also 
indicates that the world could double the average 
annual cash income of the 1 , 200 , 000,000 people 
. who make less than $ 100 a year, adequate housing 
could be provided for 240,000,000 families in un¬ 
derdeveloped nations, the hungry among the. 
earth's three billion inhabitants could be fed and 
the sick could obtain medical care. 

Military readiness must be maintained unless 
there is an iron-clad worldwide inspection proce¬ 
dure that could warn of disarmament violations 
in time. But the cost of preparedness is indeed 
staggering, in the light of what could be accom¬ 
plished if such expenditures were pooled for peace¬ 
ful purposes.

Suicide Toll Higher Than 
Plane Crashes, Murders 

The crash of an airplarfe is spectacular and 
tragic in terms of the heavy loss of life. Homicide 
cases are given wide attention. Yet, suicides take 
twice the toll of murders and 12 times the number 
of plane fatalities. 

The topic is timely, because spring is the most 
common season for suicide and April is the month 
of greatest frequency. 

With ! 8,000 persons dying by their own hand 
in the United States each year, the nation ranks far 
ahead of such lands as Canada, Ireland, Greece and 
many Latin-American countries, although its rate is 
below that of Austria. Hungary. West Germany 
j and Japan.' Suicide ranks eleventh among the 
9 causes of death in the U. S.. and eighth among 
white males, who account for three-fourths of all 
self-inflicted deaths in this country. 

The fact that December and the holiday sea¬ 
son show the lowest rate may be the key to reduc¬ 
ing the number of suicides, since that is the time 
of warmer, happier associations with family, friends 
and mankind in general. 

Taking one's life is not only morally wrong 
but represents a failure by the individual and so¬ 
ciety itself. From studies of suicide, it appears that 
too many people are overly conscious of their own 
wishes and problems, and insufficiently aware and 
interested in the people and world around them. 
Now, in the spring of the year, there are many ave¬ 
nues of useful and rewarding service open to all.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY

Section 1. Definition of terms 
as used in this Ordinance, unless 
the context indicates otherwise: 

a. Street That portion of any 
roadway improved, designed or 
ordinarily used for vehicular

b. Sidewalk. That portion of 
a street between the curb-lanes 
or the lateral lanes of a road¬ 
way and the adjacent, property 
lines. Intended for the use of 
pedestrians. 

<i Cross-walk. That portion of 
a roadway or street included 
within the prolongation or con¬ 
nection of the lateral lines of 
sidewalks at intersections, or 
any portion of the street dis¬ 
tinctly indicated for pedestrian 
crossing by lines or other mark¬ 
ing on the surface. 

d. Pedestrian. Any person 
afoot. 

e. Driver. Every person who 
drives or is in actual physical 
control of .a vehicle. 

f. Vehicle. Every device in.

Illinois, adopted January 2, 1952. 
and supplemental specifications 
effective July 1.

1952, with errata issued June 1. 
1954, and all additions or 
changes thereto. 

Section 4. In keeping with said 
Standard Specifications of the 
Department of Public Works 
and Buildings of the State of 
Illinois, each school crossing sig¬ 
nal installed at the northwest 
comer and southeast corner of 
the intersection of Sixth Street 
and Madison Avenue and at the 
northwest comer and southeast 
comer of the intersection of 
Tenth Street and Madison Ave¬ 
nue, shall have two signal faces 
and each signal face shall have 
two lenses, which shall be red 
and yellow in color and shall'be 

arranged vertically in the signal 
faces with the red at the top 
and the yellow below the red. 
One of the signal faces in each
